The Cattlemen Ask Congress to Pass New 
i r,aw« for the Drlvine Out of Contagions 


l>iaease«- Close of the Convention. 
CHICAGO Nov 19 —In the convention of 


tattlemen 
jesterday 
morning 
Thomas 


Sturgis, of Ubeyenne, Wy. T.. read a paper 
treating on live-stock diseases from a com- 
mercial standpoint The paper discussed 
the coniagious diseases which have given 
trouble to the cattlemen, and gave recom- 
mendations as to the measures to be taken 
to protect the trade fibm them. 
In- 


creased powers, it said, should be given 
to the Bureau of Animal Industry, State 
Jommissions should be created, empowered 
to destroy all diseased animals. In States 
whose Legislatures will not appoint such 
commissions 
the 
Genera! 
Government 


should take the matter in hand. Quaran- 
taes should be rigidly enforced and all 
animals betraying symptoms of the conta- 
;ious diseases should be mercilessly slaugh- 
tered. 
The report was adopted unani- 
mously. 


Dr. Ames, of Montana, read a series of 


resolutions on the subject of contagious 
diseases. They provided for the following: 
A finance committee of five to collect sub- 
scriptions and raise a fund to prosecute 
neans to secure legislation, this committee 
to act under the direction of the Execu- 
ive Committee of the National Cattle- 
irowers" Association, a committee to gath- 
sr and to give to the newspaper press au- 
hentic information regarding contagious 
iseases, so as to remove popular miscon- 
-eptions; and a third committee which 
hall be charged with the presentation and 
aersistent support before Congress at i's ap- 
reaching session, of measures 
For the pe'tectmsr of existing laws 
* or the creat'on of adequate provision for 
lulonal oversight and eontiol ot oattlo dis 
aseg under the direction ol the Commission 
3roi Agriculture 
For the appropriation of notices than $L- 


oOO 000 for sueli oversight and control 
For the employment of a sufficient number 
of exoe i and competent men 
For the pajment by tbe general Govern 
ment of a reasonable valuation, upon the ba 
sis of value prior to infection, for animals 
slaughtered on account ot disease and for She 
due enforcement of such laws 


There was a lively debate on that portion 


of the resolutions asking the Government 
to pay for slaughtered diseased cattle.

EIT1ISE1) RY BLAZING 
OIL. 


rrriA, Nov. 19.—While fifteen 


men were repairing a large iron still at the 
Philadelphia Lubricating Company's works 
yesterday it exploded and tilted over, pour- 
ing out its 150 gallons of crude oil In a 
fiery mass. The following were binned to 
death: Alexander Hanks, Joseph Kobin- 
son, Patiick lioyle, Arthur Grueber and 
Charles Marshall. Charles McLean was 
also badly burned, and will probibly die. 


For some time past tho works have been 


running to (heir full capaoity.tiiul jesterday 
morning a gang of fifteen men were set at 
work to repair a stone foundation under a 
large iron still which contained one hundred 
and fifty barrels of crude oil. Tlie repairs 
had been partially completed, and several of 
the men were engaged in plastering up the 
interior walls, when the man-hole of the still 
was blonnoff, setting tlie oil on (ire, tilting 
over the still and causing tlie burning oil to 
fall on the men uelow. The explosion was 
followed a few seconds later by a second 
report and a dense volume ot smoke, and 
the utmost consternation ensued among the 
workmen. 
Considerable time elapsed be- 


fore any of the lire apparatus readied the 
scene, by which time the oil which still re- 
mained in the tilted tank and the portion 
which had flowed to the ground was burn- 
ing fiercely. 


Within a few minutes after the explo- 


sion the work of rescuing tiiose who kad 
been injured was commenced. An elderly 
man, whose name was not learned, was 
found lying against tho fence which sui- 
rounds the work?, about seventy-live yards 
from the exploded tank. He was uncon- 
scious and was terribly burned. 


Joseph Kobinson was diu'o\ered lying on 


the ground close to a pool of limning oil. 
His clothing was saturated, with the oil a 
portion of which had 
been burned off. 


He 
was 
terribly burned, 
and 
when 


picked up 
and earned to the compa- 


ny's works a portion of the Ilesh of the 
right leg came off while a surgeon was en- 
gaged in cutting off his pantaloons, lie died 
later iu the clay. 


Alexander IJanks was working imme- 


diately under the tank when the explosion 
took place. While the rescuing party was 
in search of the victims his body w,i sob- 
served, ,ts the wind carried the smoke 
away, 
lying on the ground close 
to 


the foundation wall aud surrounded by 
blazing oil. 
One of the men, named 


Michael Cavanaugh, volunteered to rescue 
him, 
and, notwithstanding the piotesh of 


his companions, crawled 
along on the 


ground alter one ot the Ihemen had sat- 
urated hi-, clotlu-3 with water. \\ hen with- 
in reach ol the unfortunate 111,111 he grasped 
hii light foot, nnd when he made an effort 
to draw the body out the foot parted trom 
it. 
Cavanaiigh dropped *it and hastily 


reached a place of safer}, leaving the 
body to the Humes. 
Cavan.iugh's face and 


hamls were badly burned. A lew minutes 
after Cavanaugb escaped thu t,.uik iell, and 
Hank's body was 
hidden 
fiom 
view. 


Charles .McLean and Arthur (Imebcr were 
also found 1> ing clo^o to the burning still. 
Several other HUM] wiio were working close 
to the still at the time 01 the explosion were 
also binned. 
'Ihv loss will reach about 


MU.OOO: insurance, -17,1)00. The cause ol 
the explosion it> unknown.
